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Greenbelt Station

(This is the second of three 
articles describing the process to 
develop a Sector Plan and Sec- 
tional Map Amendment [SMA] 
for the land encompassing the 
area between Rhode Island and 
Kenilworth Avenues and 
Greenbelt Road and Sunnyside. 
Among other properties included 
within the area of study are the 


A. H. Smith tract just north of 


Greenbelt Road and the Green 
Line Metro station. Participants 
included members of the Plan- 
ning Department of the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission and local 
stakeholders and citizens.) 

The planning process initiated 
by the Planning Department staff 
in January 1996, with later par- 
ticipation by the focus group, 
completed its first phase with a 
forum on May 28, 1998. The 
forum introduced to the public at 
large the issues and findings con- 
cerning the tract in question. At 
that time the planning team 
sought a larger mix of partici- 
pants from nearby communities 
in order to draw on their specific 
knowledge of the area under 
study and to pool their resources. 

To set up a procedure to elicit 
this information, the planning 
staff projected the holding of 


four charrettes, to take place be- 
tween August 1 and October 
1998. Greenbelters were already 
familiar with this free-wheeling 
form of group interchange, since 
the device had been used with 
success in 1986 to brainstorm 
ways of revitalizing the Roosevelt 
Center. 

In the Planning Department 
model, a more formal presenta- 
tion of data, including four maps 
of potential land use designs, 
were set out before the attendees. 
Doubtless this method was neces- 
sary since the issues involved 
were complex and since not all 
those present were personally fa- 
miliar with the terrain involved. 
Over the years, for instance, A. 
H. Smith had warned away all 
trespassers; and the swampy, 
overgrown land to the north of 
the sand and gravel operation had 
intimidated all but adventurous 
youths or determined naturalists. 
From a technical point of view, 
citizens could also not be ex- 
pected to be familiar as well with 
the zoning categories that might 
apply. 

The First Three Charrettes 

The first charrette, involving 
some 23 local citizens, was held 
on August |. After preliminary 
remarks by project leader Joe 
Chang about the site's attractive-

ness to high-quality developers, 
participants broke up into two 
teams to explore ramifications of 
the four design plans and to 
choose which one among these 
maps, or plans, they wished to 
work with. 

Since both teams included 
members from the earlier focus 
group, it was perhaps not surpris- 
ing that strong similarities devel- 
oped between the design con- 
cepts of the two sub-groups nor 
that both selected Concept A as 
their working plan. This was not 
only the simplest of the four 
plans offered but was also least 
disruptive of the environmentally 
sensitive land. 

Thus, at the second charrette 
three weeks later, those present 
could easily work as a group of 
the whole, resolving differences 
and trying to reach consensus. 
All agreed that preserving green 
space along the Indian Creek 
watershed from the Beltsville 
farm to Lake Artemesia in 
Berwyn Heights was a major 
goal. 

Such open areas would be 
crucial, it was recognized, in 
accommodating current water 
levels. Without these controls, 
high- density development 
could not be supported. All

“Tree City, USA” Designation 
Is Sought by City Council

Saying that there will never be 
“an ordinance as lovely as a 
fee,” Greenbelt City 
Councilmember Thomas White 
paraphrased the poet at the Feb- 
ruary 7 Greenbelt City Council 
meeting, where a revised tree or- 
dinance was introduced for first 
reading. This ordinance is part 
of a process to designate 
Greenbelt as a Tree City, USA. 
Council dealt with other outdoor 
issues at the meeting, including 
lighting at Braden Field, the park 
ranger program, and bus stops. 

Tree City, USA 

Several requirements must be 
met for designation as a Tree 
City, USA, as council learned at 
an earlier meeting. This designa- 
tion honors communities which 
recognize the importance of trees 
and effectively manage their tree 
resources. Thirty-eight other 
Maryland communities have al- 
ready received this recognition; 
Greenbelt, based on its love and 
protection of trees and that it al- 
ready met most of the require- 
ments, seemed an obvious addi- 
tion to this list. 

For example, Greenbelt spends 
the required $2 per-capita on 
community forestry and its horti- 
cultural crew serves as a tree de- 
partment, a further requirement. 
_ Although a necessary Arbor Day 
celebration has not been held in 


the past, one is planned for 2000. 
A final requirement is the adop- 
tion of a tree ordinance. 

The issue of meeting the re- 
quirements for Tree City, USA, 
had been discussed at length at 
the January 24 council meeting, 
when some concerns about the 
make-up and purpose of a tree 
committee were voiced. At this 
meeting, Council heard for first 
reading another draft of the tree 
ordinance, minus the much-dis- 
cussed provision to establish a 
tree committee. The tree commit- 
tee can be established by resolu- 
tion at a subsequent meeting. 

Braden Field Lighting 

With an amendment to even 
further reduce lighting spillover, 
council approved a Request for 
Proposal (RFP), inviting compa- 
nies to bid on the job of install- 
ing ballfield lighting at Braden 
Field. Director of Recreation 
Hank Irving, walked council 
through the RFP. Irving intro- 
duced and thanked Mike 
Mullaney, from the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, who served as advi- 
sor on the project. Both answered 
questions and discussed various 
options. 

Of primary concern to council 
is the reduction of light spillover 
and unintentional light pollution. 
As councilmember Alan Turnbull 
stated, “Home owners close to the 


field have put their trust in us to 
control spillover.” The nearby 
Lakeside Association is on record 
as supporting the new lighting at 
Braden Field, with a stipulation 
that the lights be turned off by 
10:30 p.m. and not left on ail 
night. 

Initially, the RFP gave the 
contractor considerable leeway in 
proposing the design and stan- 
dards to be followed. The final 
selection of a contractor was to 
be based on the effectiveness of 
the design, cost and other factors. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
asked that the RFP be revised to 
toughen standards in terms of 
spillover. Eventually council ap- 
proved a higher standard. Coun- 
cil then directed that the RFP be 


sent for final review by the Park

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City to Light New Sign 


At Theater Celebration 


On Friday, February 25, the 
City of Greenbelt will light its 
brand new “Greenbelt” marquee 
sign at the Old Greenbelt Theatre 
in historic Roosevelt Center. A 
dedication celebration will begin 
at 6:30 p.m. The new sign 
placed on the wall above the 
marquee is an exact replica of 
the original sign that adorned the 
theater when its doors opened in 
1938. 

Following the celebration, the 
city will sponsor a free showing 
of Shirley Temple’s “Little Miss 
Broadway,” the first film ever 
shown at the theater. Also in- 
cluded in the festivities will be a 
Shirley Temple look-a-like con- 
test, with prizes for all contes- 
tants, and live popular 1930s mu- 
sical selections including music 
from Broadway and films. 

The Old Greenbelt Theatre 
served as the community movie 
house until it closed in 1976. 
After the closing, the theater was 
used for a time by the Greenbelt 
Arts Center but also stood dark 
for sevgral years. In the early 
1990s, Paul Sanchez leased the 


theater, fixed it up and reopened 
it as a theater offering budget 
movies. 

In late 1998 the theater was 
once again under the threat of 
closure until the City of 
Greenbelt and Sanchez joined 
forces to “Save the Theater.” 
Through these efforts, the Friends 
of the Greenbelt Theatre was 
formed, With this outpouring of 
support the P & G Old Greenbelt 
Theatre has again become a vi- 
able theater, featuring an interest- 


ing mix of film festivals and - 


‘first-run movies. The theater fea- 
tures a large 40-foot-wide screen 
with Dolby Sound and is one of 
the last remaining large screen 
theaters in the area. 

The purchase by the city of 
the new “Greenbelt” sign, a part 
of the Roosevelt Center renova- 
tion project, marks the comple- 
tion of another goal of the city to 
preserve the theater as a movie 
house. Other accomplishments to 
help the theater have been the 
successful “Save the Theater” 
campaign and the renovation of 
the Roosevelt Center mall. 


Curfew for Kids under 18 
Proposed by Committee

“IT expected to see a wall of 
people in here,” Mayor Judith 
Davis remarked with surprise 
about the total absence of citi- 
zens at the February 8 public 
hearing scheduled to deal with a 
proposed juvenile curfew law for 
Greenbelt. “A lot of citizens feel 
there’s a problem [with juvenile 
misbehavior] and that’s why the 
Public Safety Advisory Commit- 
tee got this job,” she noted. 
Committee Chair Dorry Ipolito 
also expressed surprise. Police 
attending the hearing were Chief 
James Craze, Lt. Thomas Kemp 
and Lt. Michael Craddock. 

According to Chief Craze, 
the curfew proposed to the city 
council would be “a two-pronged 
approach to protect citizens and 
children both by reducing the 





opportunity for juveniles to be- 
come either victims or perpetra- 
tors of crime” and to help par- 
ents take responsibility for their 
children. “We want the parents 
to be aware of where and what 
their children are doing late at 
night, and we’re going to hold 
the parents accountable,” he 

stated. 

Various Ordinances Studied 

The Public Safety Committee 
studied various ordinances from 
other jurisdictions and modeled 
the proposed law after one from 
the city of Laurel. If enacted by 
council, the curfew would make 
it against the law for any person 
under 18 to be found in any 
public place or establishment 
from 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. Sundays 
through Thursdays, and from.

Carol Leventhal, director of 
Greenbelt CARES, and her enthu- 
siasm is contagious. She is in 
the driver’s seat of a dynamic 
mutual admiration organization. 
Wendy Wexler, a CARES staff 
member says, “Carol inspires, 
motivates, and encourages every- 
one.” The success stories of 
troubled families who come to 
CARES and are helped show that 
the staff and volunteers are hav- 
ing a positive impact on the com- 
munity. 

The future Greenbelt CARES 
began with Leo Walder, psy- 
chologist and then-University of 
Maryland faculty member, who 


was an advocate of the social 


learning approach to psychology: 
Politicians and Jim Cassels, who 
had heard about Walder’s Anne 
Arundel County parenting skills 
classes, asked him to come to 
Greenbelt. Here his parenting 
classes brought graduate students 
and his colleagues. 

Walder applied for Department 
of Justice money. to bring pro- 
grams for delinquents into the 
communities. In the spring of 
1973 Walder’s proposal received a 
grant, facilitating creation of an 
Organization to help Greenbelt 
citizens with two full-time and 
three part-time staffers. Leventhal 
began working part-time in the

a form of communication you 
may recall from days gone by 
— handwriting. 

You may be aware that 
Maryland participates in Super 
Tuesday, the primary in which 
15 states all vote on the same 
day. In addition to the presi- 
dential candidates, there will be 
primary elections for the Con- 
gressional seats held by U.S. 
Senator Paul Sarbanes and U.S. 
Representative Steny Hoyer. 
Both are seeking re-election. 
Six Prince Geéorge’s County 
Circuit Court Judges are run- 
ning for five benches. Voters 
will also decide on delegates 
for the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Conventions. 

In April 1999, the state Re- 
publican Party adopted a reso- 
lution that changed its bylaws, 
enabling registered Indepen- 
dents to vote in the Republican 
Primary. Sample ballots will 
‘be sent out seven days before 
the.election. Absentee ballot 
information is also available. 
(This will be passed along to 
you in a later update.) Stay 
tuned for more adventures.

fall of that year. 

From 1973 to 1976 the federal 
government provided money on a 
matching basis with the city. In 
1976 Greenbelt CARES was in- 
corporated. 

Beginning with the premise 
that behavior is primarily learned, 
CARES staffers teach social skills 
to the whole troubled family unit 
rather than to individuals in iso- 
lation. Leventhal said, “Social 
skills, coping skills, and positive 
problem solving skills are taught. 
Learning begins at home, and 
flawed patterns are hard to 


change. Our clients need a lot of 


love and support,” and that is 
what CARES provides. 

What type of people are most 
in need of help? Leventhal finds 
children that are most at risk 
come from households that lack 
money. Drug abuse is a frequent 


problem. She also sees a lack of 


love and ability to form intimate 
relationships. Frequently fights 
occur within the family. Physical 
violence turns into meaningless 
lives. Alcohol and drugs take a 
toll because people who use them 
are typically risk takers. 

Ironically, friction is needed to 
create change, whether positive or 
negative. As Leventhal says, 
“Without friction you have Jello.” 
So CARES teaches its clients 
how to use that friction in posi- 
tive ways. 

According to Leventhal, 
schools have been very respon- 
sive but are overburdened by too 
many students and too few re- 
sources. When students are dis- 
missed from school in the after- 
noon, they frequently go home to 
empty houses. Studies show 
most problems with youth occur 
while they are unattended be- 
tween 3 and 7 p.m. 

CARES Today 

CARES is still a small pro- 
. gram though its staff has almost 
doubled in 25 years. It offers 
multiple services, which are made 
possible by many well-educated 
volunteers. Leventhal said the 
next Ph.D. candidate in psychol- 
ogy who calls to volunteer for 
Wednesday night’s clinic will be 
put on a waiting list for an Octo- 
ber 2000 opening. Staff member 
Judye Hering keeps track of the 
volunteers. 

The number of success stories 
is testimony to the difference a 
few good people can make. Sec- 
ond and third generation clients 
return to CARES because they 
remember receiving help there in 
their youth. CARES has a repu- 
tation for being able to repair 
people’s lives. Leventhal says, 
“The staff begins with the 
premise that marriages can be 
fixed, divorces made,less painful, 
failing students motivated to 
achieve.”

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Greenbelt Students to Stay at ERHS 


by Mary Moien 

More than 300 parents 
braved the cold and icy roads 
on February 2 to attend a meet- 
ing at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) on wide-spread 
proposed pupil boundary shifts 
caused by the opening of a new 
high school. Board of Educa- 
tion representatives used slides 
to highlight boundary changes 
as well as to provide the ratio- 
nale behind the shifts. 

The opening next September 
of the new Ardmore High 
School, if plans are approved 
as currently proposed, will 
cause high school boundary 
shifts that affect students at 13 
of the county’s high schools, 
including ERHS. However, a 
review of all of the street ad- 
dresses used by ERHS students 
indicates that no ERHS stu- 
dents in the City of Greenbelt 
will be transferred to a differ- 
ent high school. This includes 
students in Springhill Lake, Old 
Greenbelt, and Greenbelt East. 
A number of students from east 
and south of the city will be 
transferred to Duval High 
School in an effort to bring 
students to schools closer to 
their neighborhoods. However, 
only incoming ninth and tenth 
grade students will be affected. 
All students currently in the

tenth and eleventh grades will 
remain at ERHS until gradua- 
tion. 

The shift of some students 
to Duval will be offset by a 
proposed influx of students to 
ERHS who are currently at- 
tending Parkdale High School. 
These include students who live 
in the general areas of 
Westchester Park, Berwyn 
Heights, and sections of Col- 
lege Park such as:the Holly- 
wood area off of Rhode Island 
Avenue. 

Ardmore will be the third 
Science and Technology High 
School in the county, as well as 
a comprehensive school. The 
Science and Technology section 
will open with ninth grade stu- 
dents only. It is currently un- 
clear what effect the Ardmore 
Science and Technology pro- 
gram will have on the ERHS 
program.

and Recreation Advisory Board, 
which has approved the project. 
Ranger Update 

On the first anniversary of 
the approval of a job descrip- 
tion for a part-time park ranger, 
Irving gave a status report on 
the program, which places four 
rangers in the city parks to 
serve as “ambassadors and edu- 
cators” to promote the safe en- 
joyment of the parks. He spoke 
of the many successes of the 
program. Citizens have re- 
ported that they feel safer when 
they encounter the rangers. 

Rangers have also identified 
and reported several hazards in 
the parks. They frequently pro- 
vide information to visitors on 
park services and expand par- 
ticipation in the various activi- 
ties. They have been especially 
active in programs involving 
Greenbelt’s youth. 

The rangers bring a wide 
range of experience and exper- 
tise to the job and Irving cred- 
ited rangers Chris Cherry, Chris- 
tine O’Hagan, Troy Plater and 
Julie Green for the program’s 
year of accomplishment. Irving 
proposed further expansion of 
the program, including involv- 
ing more volunteers, expanding 
the hours of service, and target- 
ing additional programs for dif- 
ferent segments of the commu- 
nity. Mayor Judith Davis com- 
mented that she had “only got- 
ten good reports on the pro- 
gram.” 

Bus Stop Hazards 

The bus stop at MD 193 
(Greenbelt Road) and Greenway* 
Center has been of concern to 
the city for a while because: of, 
the hazards posed by its loca- 
tion on a busy thoroughfare and 
its lack of a crosswalk, guard 
rail or other safety features: 
White called the location the 
most inappropriate spot for a 
bus stop in the Washington, 
D.C. area. He viewed the site 
as inherently dangerous. The 
city has contacted the Washing- 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) concerning 
the situation and is hoping for a 
speedy response. 

Turnbull felt that the city and 
council should keep pressure on 
WMATA to follow through. 
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Davis suggested a work session 
with city and WMATA officials 
to discuss possible modifications 
to increase the safety of those 
who use the bus stop. 

Discussion then turned to The 
Bus, which now operates in 
Greenbelt. Greenbelt resident 
Doug Love’ and_ several 
councilmembers were confused 
as to the schedule and route of 
The Bus. Love spoke of seeing 
the bus pass people up who ap- 
peared to be waiting at the ap- 
propriate stop. Turnbull ex- 
plained that while The Bus 
drops off passengers close to the 
Metro entrance, it cannot pick 
up passengers there. It makes a 
loop back to its stop, which is 
in the area near the bicycle 
racks. 

Davis proposed to expand the 
possible worksession into a “bus 
summit,” to address these trans- 
portation issues. Turnbull vol- 
unteered that he had seen “some 
very bizarre taxi behavior” at 
the metro stop that could also 
be addressed but he wanted to 
be sure that broadening the is- 
sue would not slow progress on 
resolving the safety issues of the 
Greenway bus stop. The city 
will contact the WMATA again 
and push for a response. 

Other Business 

Council tabled the issue of 
purchase of a Ford Taurus for 
use by an inspector in the Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment Department, suggesting 


that a smaller car or a used car J 


might be a better buy and serve 
the department just as well. 
City’ Manager Michael 
McLaughlin explained that this 
car could be purchased by “pig- 
gybacking” on a state contract 


and thus save money over an 
individual purchase. He agféed;- 
however, to research other op-— 


tions and report» back to council. 

Council approved.the Artist 
in Residence Program and a re- 
vised studio license agreement 
and*> thanked Nicole DeWald, 
arts coordinator, for her work in 
resolving the.issues and meeting 
everyone’s needs. 

White announced that com- 
munity and civic activist Konrad 
Herling has been-appointed to 
the Community Relations Advi- 
sory Board.

hours would be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and subject to a fine 
of up to $500 or 90 days in jail. 
Babysitting? 

The issue of police having to 
temporarily “babysit” juveniles 
came up. “It is just another 
tool,” Lt. Tom Kemp, patrol 
commander, said of the curfew, 
adding that “if babysitting 
should become an issue, we can 
address it at/that time.” Chief 
Craze said the currently fewer 
late-night gatherings of young 
people in Roosevelt Center 
could be due to the cameras in- 
stalled there or to the advent of 
winter weather. He explained 
that currently, under the “Opera- 
tion Midnight” program, police 
enter into agreements with par- 
ents that if police see their chil- 
dren after midnight, they can 
stop them and bring them home.

Both parents 
and business owners would be 
liable for allowing minors to 
disobey the curfew. 

Police finding a minor in vio- 
lation of the law could either is- 
sue a violation notice or arrest 
the minor. A field observation 
report would be written with the 
child’s name, address, physical 
description and reason for being 
out in the night. Photos would 
not be taken. 

If a violation is issued, the 
minor would be transported or 
instructed to return to his or her 
school or residence, and a writ- 
ten notice would be mailed to 
parents or guardian. An arrested 
minor would be taken to the po- 
lice station and released to a 
parent or guardian. 

On first violation, parent or 
guardian would be warned. 
However, a second violation 


within 12 months would consti- 
tute a misdemeanor, with parent

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Garber and Barber 
Perform at Bookshop

A near-capacity audience was 
present when Greenbelt residents 
Bob Garber and Betsy Barber 
performed their first concert, a 
lively program of folk music 
from around the world. They 
performed on a cold Saturday af- 
ternoon, January 29, at 
Riverdale Bookshop and Coffee 
Depot. Garber played a smooth, 
liquid clarinet; Barber sang in a 
powerful soprano and skillfully 
played keyboard. The two met 
after Barber answered the 
clarinetist’s Co-op supermarket ad 
looking for people to start a mu- 
Sic group. 

The ambiance of the used 
bookshop was perfect for a con- 
cert of this kind: good coffee 
smells wafting around a casually- 
dressed, smiling audience seated 
on comfortable upholstered furni- 
ture. Sun poured in old windows 
covered with lace and silk roses; 
tall bookcases crammed with 
books stood everywhere. 

After they warmed up with 
“Bonaparte Crossing the Rhine,” 
Garber and Barber performed a 
haunting Irish lament, “Lagen 
Love,” with its refrain of “No 
taint of sin. . Two Scottish 
numbers followed, one an instru- 
mental and one nicely sung by 
Barber. In another number, Bar- 
ber sang her own lovely arrange- 
ment blending music from the 
American folk song, 
“Waterbound,” with a simple, 
ringing Papua New Guinea 
melody. (Barber was a music 
teacher in New Guinea for three 
years.) The performers’ diverse 
offerings included the Irish reel, 
“Paddy on the Turnpike,” and a 
Sephardic Ladino tune as well as 
a gospel tune and Barber’s mi- 
nor-key rendition of “Down in 
the Valley.”

also approved replacing the indus- 
trial uses of the Smith tract with 
mixed office and residential uses. 

Partial phased redevelopment of 
the 36-year-old Springhill Lake 
was also envisioned, as was its 
stronger connection with Beltway 
Plaza and with the Metro station. 
Concern over what to do about the 
aging of this major apartment 
complex in Greenbelt had first 
drawn Greenbelter Tom Renahan, 
he said, to participate in the focus 
group meetings. 

In both charrettes, some form 
of interchange with the Capital 
Beltway-its exact location undeter- 
mined—had been marked with an 
icon. By the third charrette, how- 
ever, it became clear that deter- 
mining whether federal approval 
could be gained for Beltway ac- 
cess to the Metro site cous not be 





known until long after the SMA 
process was over. 

When Harold Foster, the team’s 
transportation specialist, suggested 
that the study group's report rec- 
ommend the phasing in of devel- 
opment, Greenbelt Mayor Judith 
Davis strongly objected.

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ERHS Students Vie in Robot Competition

Dan Hearn and Tim Farris of 


Greenbelt are members of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School’s For In- 
spiration and Recognition of Sci- 
ence and Technology (FIRST) 
team. 

Modeled after athletic contests, 
FIRST is a “sporting” event that 
pits robots and their student han- 
dlers against other teams. This 
year the two minute challenge is for 
each team’s robot to place up to four- 
teen 13" textured playground balls in 
a triangular trough located six feet 
above the playing surface. If the ro- 
bot is hanging from the cross bar at 
the end of the period, the team re- 
ceives ten bonus points. Each team 
includes a human handler, human 
driver, and human assistant. 

On Saturday, February 5, 
Hearn, a senior who is participat- 
ing for the first time, was building 
a PVC frame that the robot uses 
to pick up the balls. During the 
course of the day Hearn per- 
formed efficiency tests on the 
frame and made adjustments as 
needed. 

Farris is assigned to the robot 
“Arm Team.” Originally Farris re- 
quested an art course but schedul- 
ing difficulties propelled him into 


Doug Pruett’s Production Systems 
class. 

All 378 competing schools re- 
ceived the kickoff challenge on 
January 8. To qualify, their robots 
must be built and shipped by 
February 21. ERHS’s team is 
handicapped this year since snow 
school closings cost them a week 
of preparation time. All partici- 
pants at ERHS will go to Virginia 
Commonwealth University in 
Richmond for the Regionals 
March 16-17: The 20 students 
who put in the most time and ef- 
fort building ERHS’s two robots 
will go to the Nationals at 
EPCOT Center in Florida April 6- 
8. Ten to twelve thousand people 
are expected to attend the finals. 

This is the third year that 
ERHS has fielded a team. In 
1999 Roosevelt finished in the 
top half of 200 teams in the 
Regionals and Nationals. 

ERHS’s FIRST team’s main 
sponsor is NASA. Expertise is 
offered by NASA and Mantech, 
Inc. However, the design and 
construction of ERHS’s 1999 and 
2000 robots are entirely by 
Roosevelt students. For more in- 
formation on FIRST, visit their 
web site at www.usfirst.org.

New Speed Limit 
Set in School Zone 


The Maryland State Highway 
Administration (SHA) has re- 
duced the speed limit on 
Greenbelt Road (MD 193) at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
and Greenbelt Middle School. A 
school zone speed: limit of 35 
miles per hour will be enforced 
during school hours. 

The SHA recently reviewed 
the area and “ound that some 
motorists were traveling above 
the posted speed limit at both lo- 
cations along MD 193. Sight 
distance along the westbound ap- 
proach at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School was found to be 
less than adequate, due to the 
vertical crest in the roadway. In 
addition, the off-ramp from 
southbound MD 201 (Kenilworth 
Avenue) appeared to present haz- 
ardous conditions (when ap- 
proaching Greenbelt Middle 
School), as motorists attempted 
to merge onto westbound MD 
193. According to officials 
from both schools, neighborhood 
students walk to and from school 
during morning and afternoon 
hours, adding to the need for 
lower speed limits. 

Signs for the new speed zone 
will be installed as soon as 
weather permits.
